Interview with Mike and Scott 


1) What is the background and line-up of the band? 

Mike- We'd rather not get into our personal background as were 
all illegal aliens living in Canada at the moment and if the 
R.C.M.P. found out we'd probably be shipped back to our country 
of origin.
